pastor, over the right to the taber- 
nacle pulpit. 

Jeffers was a central figure in the 
Jonesboro church war in Septem- 
ber, 1931, which national guardsmen 
were called upon to suppress. 


RECOVERY COUNCIL 


President Will 
Entire Week to Drive 
To Spread Employment 
and Raise Wages. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—(4)— 
From a White House study piled with 
reports on the progress of the nation- 
al recovery campaign, President 
Roosevelt today sent word to members 
of his special recovery council to meet 
him tomorrow to further synchronize 
the drive. 

The president made known he would 
devote the week he will spend here— 
an interlude in his August vacation— 
to personal application upon the ef- 
forts going forward along various 
lines to spread employment. 

Defying a heat wave which envel- 
oped the capital today. Mr. Roose 
velt, refreshed by two weeks at his 
family home at Hyde Park, N. Y., 
looked eagerly over detailed data on 
the affairs of state. 

Well Satisfied. 

He was obviously satisfied with the 
trend of affairs at home but con- 
tinued to watch closely the develop- 
ments in troubled Cuba. William 
Phillips, the undersecretary of state, 
kept him advised throughout the day. 

The administration was represented 
as confident that the resignation of 
President Machado meant an end to 
the political warfare, but was anxious 
that conditions return to normal at 
the earliest possible moment. 

Even before he reached Washing- 
ton yesterday, however, Mr. Roose- 
velt made clear that one of the prin- 
cipal reasons for his return was a 
desire to make sure that all the do- 
mestiec recovery agencies are working 
on a unified basis. 

Detailed Reports. 

At his White House meeting tomor- 
row with the recovery council he in- 
tends to go over in detail the efforts 
under the direction of members of the 
cabinet and the chiefs of all the spe- 
cial units. 

Already he has conferred with Sec- 
retary Ickes, administrator of the 
$3,300,000,000 public works fund. The 
interior secretary indicated there 
would be some new projects to an- 
nounce shortly. 

Retiring early last night, Mr. 
Roosevelt got a good rest from his 
200-mile automobile drive through the 
Shenandoah National park yesterday 
by way of five of the civilian conser- 
vation corps camps. 

He expressed satisfaction after his 
inspection of the reforestation units. 
He has already conferred with his 
nides on plans for the winter. Some 
of the camps in the deep snow region 
will have to be closed. He is looking 
to the south and to permanent em- 
ployment of some of the men as means 
of meeting the situation.

Rome Accords Italo Balbo Triumph 
Such as Caesars Received of Old 


shal Italo Balbo and his 100 fliers 
who returned yesterday from their 
record mass flight to Chicago were 
accorded a triumph here today such as 
emperors received when the city was 
mistress of the world. 

In the presence of a vast throng 
packed between the Colosseum, the 
Roman Forum and the Palatine hill, 
the heroes of the two-way Atlantic 
flight paraded afoot under the his- 
toric arch of Constantine while can- 
non boomed and thousands of fascist 


women threw flowers and laurel leaves 


in their path. 
Amid volleys of cheering they first 
passed beneath arches formed by fas- 
cist banners. 
Premier Mussolini, wishing the air- 
men to receive the undivided plaudits 


of the multitude, did not participate 
in the triumph. 


‘After a night spent..quietly with 
their families, the fliers rose early 


and came to the Quirinal palace for 
a reception by King Victor Emman- 


uel. His majesty received them cor- 


dially in the throne room with his

Following the king's reception, the 
trans-Atlantic airmen marched to the 
Piazza Venezia and thence along New

Balbo, who received the title of air 
marshal for the American flight, ad- 
dressed the crowd, saying the aviators 
were tired and asking right of way, 
getting immediate results. 

After the triumphal! march beneath 
the 1,600-year-old arch of Constan- 
tine, the fliers ascended the Palatine 
hill where Signor Mussolini awaited 
them, having ascended the other side, 
to receive the “grand report.” With 
his aviators drawn up at attention, 
Balbo read his report of the flight, 
which covered more than 12,000 miles. 

Following the report of the air 
leader, the duce formally created Balbo 
air marshal and awarded him a gold 
medal for valor. Then the chief of 
the government announced that the 
fliers were promoted each one grade 
and conferred on them medals, some 
of gold, others of silver.

MAGHADO FINDS 
REFUGE IN NASSAU 


Without Baggage, and in 
Crumpled Clothes, Oust- 
ed President. Flees Cuba.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13-—(4)— 
Advices were received in reliable quar- 
ters here late tonight that Senora 
Elvira Machado, wife of the former 
president of Cuba, several members 
of her family and a group of personal 
servants had left Cuba quietly on a 
gunboat this afternoon and would 
land at Key West tomorrow. 


“NASSAU, The Bahamas, Aug. 13. 
(®)}—A twin-motored amphibian plane 
bearing Gerardo Machado into polit- 
ical exile came down on the waters 
of. Nassau harbor soon after dawn 
today. 

Deep lines of fatigue appeared in 
the face of the ousted president of 
Cuba, who, with a group of close 
friends, fled for his life from Havana 


Due to darkness, his chartered 
plane alighted at Andros island and 
the party spent last night in the ship. 
Natives had brought them cgoked 


food. 
Love for Cuba. 

“My love is for Cuba,” said the 
former iron-handed ruler at his hotel. 
“History will show that my work has 
been good. Cuba is constitutional. If 
it is the people’s will that I go, I 
obey. There will-soon be stability in 
Cuba. 

“I am glad I am with the English 
people. England understands trouble 
and my relations with England were 
always good.” 

Machado, who fled in such haste 
he had no baggage, wore a crumpled 
white suit and a soft straw hat. The 
rest of the party .wore hard-straw 
hats and white drill. 

The Machado party was met by 
government officials, Directly upon 
arriving its members drove to the 
Royal Victoria hotel, where they call- 
ed for whisky and tea.

Havana Is Comparatively 
Quiet After Saturday 
Riots; Machado News- 
paper Office Wrecked. 


HAVANA, Aug. 13.—@)—Suc- 
ceeding the deposed Gerardo Machado, 
Dr. Carlos Manuel de Cespedes was 
inaugurated today as_ provisional 
president of Cuba in an informal 


ceremony. 
Shortly after the veteran diplomat 
took the oath of office which was 
vacated when Machado yesterday ab- 
dicated and fled into exile as the re- 
sult of an army revolt, a group of 
men fired into the residence of Dr. 
de Cespedes, then sped away in an 
automobile. 
The attackers were believed to be 
—— of the squad of gunmen call- 
“norristas,” who were notorious 
in support of the Machado regime 
and of whom five or more were slain 
yesterday by excited mobs in Havana, 


taking vengeance upon the adberents 
of the former president. 


The orders of lresident Roosevelt 
for three American naval ships to 
proceed to Cuba for the protection 
of American lives and property was 
made. with his “full. knowledge . and. 
approval,” De Cespedes said. “He 
agreed that it carried no implication 
of intervention. 

The capital was moderately quiet 
today after the orgy of violence and 
rejoicing yesterday when Machado 
asked congress for a leave of absence 
and then without waiting for a reply 
escaped to Nassau, the BaliAmas, in 
an airplane with a group of his back-

At least 21 persons were slain in 
the delirious demonstrations and more 
than 200 were wounded as the parad- 
ing throngs sacked the palace, wreck- 
ed Machado newspaper offices and 
looted the residence of members of the 
late government.

TWO DESTROYERS 
IN HAVANA HARBOR 


Commanders Ordered To 
Report To Ambassador 
Welles Immediately on 
Arrival at Havana. 


HAVANA, Aug. 14.—(Mon- 
day)—(AP)—The American de- 
stroyers Taylor and Claxton en- 
tered Havana harbor at 1:35 
a. m. today. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt tonight ordered 
three warships to Cuba to protect 
American citizens from the disturb- 
ances accompanying the transforma- 
tion of the island’s government. 

The destroyers Taylor and Claxton, 
standing by off Key West apparently 
awaiting the possibility of such a de- 
mand by the chief executive, tonight 
steamed*for Cuba. 

The two siips, acting under the 
command of Lieutenant Commander 
George T. Howard, will report te Am- 
bassador Sumner Welles immediately 
upon arrival in Havana. 

Admiral William H, Standley, chief 
of naval operations, disclosed that the 
third ship sailing to the island under 
White House ardent: geabobie will be 
the destroyer Hamilton. Now cruis- 
ing in the Caribbean, the destroyer 
will proceed at once to Manzanillo. 

Mr. Roosevelt acted after consulta- 
tion with Secretary Hull and Ambas- 
sador Welles. 

In a formal statement he said rhe 
move was made “solely for the pur- 
pose of safeguarding and protecting 
the lives and persons of American cit- 
izens in Cuba.” 12 4 

No “Intervention.” 

It was emphasized at the White 
House that there was no intention 
of United States intervention. 
Simultaneously it was disclosed in 
high quarters that the president’s ac- 
tion tonight would bring no objection 
from the new Cuban president, Dr.

The stimulation of trade and the 
quick progress made towards 
normal economic conditions in the 
Georgia city of Rome, as related in 
the news reports, give convincing 
illustration of the results to be ex- 
pected from whole-hearted co-op- 
eration in the NRA program.

THE NAZI SIDE. 

A succinct summary of. the 
causes leading to the success of 
the nazi movement in Germany, 
based on interviews with groups 
of German intellectuals, is pre- 
sented in a series of articles be- 
ing written from Berlin by Henry 
J. Haskell, editor of the Kansas 
City Star. 

These interviews are of impor- 
tance in gaining an accurate pic- 
ture or just what is going on in 
Germany because they are the 
statements of able men and wom- 
en, devoted to the best interests 
of their country, and who while 
commending the idealistic features 
of the nazi movement, do not hesi- 
tate to condemn its administrative 


excesses. 

The government supplanted by 
Hitler, according to these worth- 
while German citizens, was not a 
government worthy of the name, 
the reichstag having broken down 
and become paralyzed by the con- 
tentions of selfish interests. 

Graft and scandals, unknown un- 
der the empire, were rife. Moral 
standards had broken down and the 
spirit of the people under the tre- 
mendous load of taxation and the 
critical economic condition was 
broken and despairing. Hundreds 
of thousands of young men walked 
the streets, unable to find work, 
and the nation was felt to be dis- 
integrating, with a definite swing 
toward bolshevism., 

The anti-Jewish campaign is at- 
tributed to the fact that “the Jews 
had taken possession of our thea- 
ters; they had overrun the pro- 
fessions, with Jewish lawyers and 
doctors greatly outnumbering the 
Gentiles; our boys were exclud- 
ed, as a result, from positions that 
on merit would have come to 
them; our small merchants were 
being crowded out by the com- 
petition of the big Jewish depart- 
ment stores and chain stores.” 

In deploring the Jewish perse- | 
cutions and other features of the | 
nazi movement which have aroused 
world-wide protest, one of these in- 
tellectuals says: 

A revolution always has its ex- 
cesses. Unfortunately many worthy 
Jews have been persecuted with the 
unworthy ones.

PROTECTION FOR DRY STATES. 

Announcement comes from 
Washington that the federal gov- 
ernment, confident that the etght- 
eenth amendment will be repealed 
before Christmas, is already laying 
preliminary plans for the protec- 
tion of states having dry laws when 
national prohibition laws are re- 
moved. 

The sale of alcoholic beverages 
will become legal, so far as the 
federal government is concerned, 
immediately upon the favorable ac- 
tion by 36 states. 

When this happens, the bureau 
of prohibition, which has been 
charged with the enforcement of 
the eighteenth amendment and Vol- 
stead act, will cease to exist. This 
bureau, however, has already been 
combined with the bureau of in- 
vestigation to form a new “division 
of investigation,” the duties of 
which will be to protect dry states 
from liquor importations. 

This task will be no easy one, 
for while most of the wet states 
are in the north and east and 
most of the dry ones grouped in 
the south and west, there are suf- 
ficient states in the 
groups which will permit the legal 
Sale of liquor, to make thorough 
policing necessary to prevent their 
flooding contiguous 
wealths. 

Louisiana is the only wet state 
in the south, but the authorities of 
the surrounding states of Missis- 
sippi, Arkansas and Texas will have 
difficulty in preventing the flow of 
liquor over their boundaries with- 
out the proper federal assistance. 
The same thing is true with’ ref- 
erence to the states bordering on 
California, Nevada, Arizona and 
Colorado in the west. 

But the situation faced by the 
revenue officers in future will be 
far different from the impossible 
task they have faced under the 
eighteenth amendment, of policing 
every county in the Union and the 
thousands of miles of the nation’s 
borders. With the sole duty of 
preventing! the transportation of 
liquor from wet to dry territory, 
they should be able to effectively 
protect the states with dry laws.

There are no kidnapers in Britain, 
or in Canada, to mention two English- 
speaking countries; none in France 
either, or in Italy.

And worst of all 
it is an indication that the idea o 
law and order is totally absent among 
a section of our population. 

One or two firm punishments in the 
beginning would have settled this mat- 
ter. “A whiff of grapeshot” would 
have prevented the revolution, said 
Bonaparte. Prompt arrest and ex- 
emplary punishment would have saved 
us from kidnapings tuning into an 
epidemic.

30,000 Workers Seek Acre 
Reduction Promises in 
Return for Cash. 


By ROY F. HENDRICKSON. . 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—(/)— 
The bulk of an army of 30,000 work= 
ers will go into action in the wheat 
producing areas tomorrow in an ef- 
fort to trim the nation’s average an- 


nual harvests. 

Specifically, the newest farm drive 
is aimed at balancing the country’s 
requirements for bread, breakfast 
foods and pretzels more nearly with 
the annual grain supply. 

By the end of the week, farm ad- 
ministrators disclosed today, they in- 
tend to have the formation of county 
eontrol organizations well under way 
over a large share of the four prin- 
cipal wheat producing regions. 


| 


The campaign to obtain contracts | 


from fdrmers agreeing to reduce their 
acreage in return for government cash 
benefits will be rushed, particularly 
in the large winter-wheat producing 
region of the southwest where plant- 
ing of the crop for harvest next year 
already has started. 

In some counties where farmers are 
anxious to hurry their receipt of $90.- 
000,000 in benefit payments—sched- 
uled to be made this fall—temporary 
organizations already have been es- 
tablished. 

As soon as a farmer signs an ap- 
plication for a contract he becomes 
a member of the county organization. 
The first job after establishment of 
such a group is the breaking up of 
county allotments into grower allot- 
ments on which the payménts are 
based, 

The grower’s allotment is intended 
to represent his share of the wheat 
produced which will go into human 
domestic consumption this year, and 
on which a processing tax of 30 cents 
a bushel is being levied ‘to provide the 
funds for the benefit payments. 

Actual signing of contracts will not 
get under way until August 24. If 
preliminary work is well advanced by 
that date, administrators look for 
quick action by farmers in signing 
contracts. There are about 1,400,000 
farmers growing wheat compared with 
nearly 2,000,000 cotton growers. The 
campaign to cut down this year’s 
growing cotton crop by 10,000,000 
acres required less than three weeks 
of field work.

Lehman 
Announces Termination 
of Holiday Marked by 
Violence. | 


ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 18.—(UP) 
Western New York state’s milk strike, 


siin which hundreds of dairymen have 


been injured and thousands of gal- 
lons of milk dumped on highways, was 
called off tonight by Albert Wood- 
head, president of the Eastern New 
York Producers’ Association. 

“I have completely called off milk 
holiday,” Woodhead said in a tele- 
gram to Governor Herbert H. Leh- 
man, 

Woodhead declared he reached the 
decision after reading the governor's 
statement in which he said the strike 
“was a direct attack against the 
state.” 

Woodhead’s telegram: 

“Wish to inform you that as a 
delegate on the independent milk pro- 
ducers’ committee I was uninformed 
as to the prégedure that this commit- 
tee took yesterday. However, after 
reading your radio address wish to 
inform you that I have completely 
called off milk holiday and mass me¢et- 
ing scheduled in Albany for Monday 
in the Western New York Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Association.” 

The strike, called to obtain higher 
prices, had been in effect two weeks. 

State troopers were dispatched to 
the area. Violence flared throughout 
the western section of the state and 
hundreds of striking farmers were in- 
jured, some seriously. Only one death 
resulted, however. 

Hand-to-hand fighting between 
troopers and farmers was reported 
daily. Thousands of gallons of milk, 
en route to cities, were dumped from 
trucks. Several trucks were fired 
upon from ambush,

Eason, state di- 
rector of the American Meteor So- 
ciety, he announced Sunday. It was 
the largest number ever sighted in 
Georgia and the report will be for- 
warded to the American Meteor So- 


iety. 

Many Atlantans turned their heads 
skyward on these nights to see the 
brilliance of the flaming meteors as 
the earth cut through the orbit of the 
perseids. It is an annual affair, the 
showers being seen every August while 
the perseids travel in a vast circle 
about the sun. 

It’s quite a show to watch the 
flashing stars zoom across the heavens. 
One might think that charting and 
observing the actions of such meteors 
in a ‘scientific manner would interest 
only adults, and professorial ones at, 
that, but such is not so. Even the 
children take notice, as witness little 
Miss Helen Cassel, daughter of Thom- 
as Cassel, of 308 Jefferson avenue, 
East Point. 

On the three nights when Eason’s 
party was busy mapping and count- 
ing the meteors, Helen; who is 12 
was with them all the time she could 
be. She has been interested in such 
astronomical displays for years, and 
at her age! Though she’s not a mem- 


ber of the American Meteor Society 


yet, as is 13-year-old J. Clifton Ea- 
son, the director’s sun, she intends 
to be soon and by the time she’s 18 
will be qualified to chart the progress 
of just any shooting star she sees. 

Mr. Eason said Helen is his most 
ardent worker and that great plans 
are being laid fer Helen as an as- 
tronomer. 

Strange sights greeted thuse watch- 
ing Saturday night at the Eason home 
at 512 Forrest avenne. The sky was 
generally clear and 516 meteors were, 
charted. Thursday night 553 were 
seen but on Friday night only 158 
were sighted, due to overcast skies. 
Observations made op that night were 
taken through openings in the clouds 
and when an occasional meteor burst 
through the mists to come perilously 
close to the earth. Eason estimated 
that some passed within a mile of 
the ground but none struck so far as 
he knew, he said.

“Her First Mate” at Fox

ceived an enjoyable surprise on a 
Saturday visit to the Fox to see “Her

Perhaps it was the quality of the 
story, which was taken from the The- 
ater Guild success, “Salt Water,” 
and contains some moments of real 
comedy merit, but this struck us as

The humor is not as broad as that 
of some of their earlier pictures but 
it certainly has more of originality 
and seemed to satisfy the Saturday 
night audience, which was made up, 
we surmise, largely of Summerville 
and Pitts fans. 

John Horner is the scion of a line 
of seagoing men but the closest he 
has been able to get to salt water is 
a job as peanut vendor on the Albany 
night boat.

Meantime, she has used their 
life savings to purchase a ferry which 
plies just outside their window and 
which he hates. Before she can break 
the news of the purchase to him the 
ferry tears up its pier and burns. 

In the hectic developments that fol- 
low he obtains a schooner from a rum- 
runner and puts to .sea as master 
of his own ship. After using all 
the drinking water to swab the decks 
and getting lost as completely as a 
landlubber can, he ties up with a 
coast guard cutter and in the subse- 
quent difficulties has his ship blown 
from under him. He comes home con- 
trite and finds the ferry restored. So 
he takes over a captaincy, which as 
his wife phrases it, “will keep him 
home nights.” 

More talented comedians could have 
gotten more from this light bit than 
did the two entrusted with the chief 
roles. In fact, Una Merkel and War- 
ren Hymer do better with their sub- 
Ordinate parts than d@Summerville 
and Pitts, still it is diverting stuff 
and productive of many chuckles and 
a few robust laughs. 

A special sound short, “The World’s 
Greatest Thrills,” is a collection of 
old newsreel shots which packs a 
punch despite Graham McNamee’s in- 
ept “Oh-ing” and “Abh-ing.”

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CUBAN RECOVERY 


Friendship Between 
Roosevelt and De Ces- 
pedes Expected To Help. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—()— 
A long standing personal friendship 
between President Roosevelt and Dr. 
Carlos Manuel de Cespedes, Cuba's 
provisional president, added strength 
today to high administration hopes 
of working out a reciprocal plan for 
rehabilitation of the island republic. 

With Dr. de Cespedes formally in- 
stalled as bead of the island govern- 
ment, American officials pashed the 
intensive study already under way of 
methods for lifting Cuba from some 
of its economic troubles. : 

Friendship between the two presi- 
dents dates back to the time when 
Dr. de Cespedes was Cuban minister 
to Washington and Mr. Roosevelt 
was assistant secretary of the navy 
in the Wilson administration. 

Many other high American officials 
count the new Cuban president as a 
personal friend. Among them is 
Sumner Welles, the United States 
ambassador at Havana. Dr. de Ces- 
pedes co-operated closely with Welles 
during the long weeks when the iat- 
ter was working as mediator in Cuba's 
embroiled political field preceding the 
flight of former President Machado. 

ecause of their friendly relations 
with the provisional president, ad- 
ministration officials have added con- 
fidenee that their plans will receive 
sympathetic consideration in Havana. 

Already the program calls for 
American co-operation toward a re- 
organization of trade relations be- 
tween the two nations and some meas- 
ure of relief for Cuba from its top- 
heavy debt burden. 

Cuba is the only country with 
which the United States has full re- 
ciprocal tariff relations, Administra- 
tion officials today gave thought to 
an even greater extension of this re- 
lationship to give the island products 
a more favorable position in Ameri- 
can markets, 

One plan under consideration con- 
templated more favorable treatment 
of Cuban sugar imports. 

Field Clear. 

The apparent failure of American 
sugar growers to reach an agreement 
for dividing the domestic market, un- 
der which it was proposed to limit 
Cuban importations to 1,700,000 tons, 
leaves the field clear for negotiations 
of this kind. 

In case an agreement is reached, of- 
ficials were prepared to urge a more 
liberal quota for Cuba, of perhaps 
2,000,000 tons or more, 

Under President Machado, Cuba 
devoted much attention to the nego- 
tiation of trade treaties with Euro- 
pean powers and veered away from 
the United States somewhat in its 
trade relations. 

This policy was not favored by 
many Cuban statesmen, who believed 
a concentration of attention upon 
American markets would have pro- 
duced better results. 

Politics Charged. 

Machado was charged by some with 
turning toward Europe for political 
reasons, hoping to force the United 
States into better treatment of Cuban 
exports by that means,

HAVANA, Aug. 13.—(By Wire- 
less.) Apprehension is growing here 
lest the new methods and surprises 
of this revolution in Cuba may re- 
sult in yet another and more serious 
surprise due to the failure of the army 
to exert its authority and prevent 
mass emotion from getting out of 
hand. 

There is a spirit of vengeance and 
“mopping up” abroad in the land. At 
one moment the streets are full of 
chatting groups, strolling about with 
something of a normal holiday as- 
pect, then suddenly the sound of shots 
will hurry them t@ a _ neighboring 
street to applaud the killing of yet 
another of Machado’s hated porra 
strong men, an incident accepted in 
the same spirit as the killing of a 
cobra or a man-eating tiger ii an In- 
dian village. 

The spectators move about with an 
air of good-natured curiosity, on the 
lookout for further sensations, view- 
ing with interest the scenes of re- 
cent acts of retribution such as the 
execution of prominent Machadistas 
and the destruction of their homes 
and property. There was an espe- 
cial thrill in gazing on the spot where 
Himenez, chief of the strong-arm men, 
was killed, 

The. army's policy of allowing pop- 
ular jubilation .to- spend itself be- 
fore tightening control appears to be 
tending toward the resumption of or- 
derly conditions on Monday, the first 
real working day since the victory of 
the revolutionists.

One house, set in beautiful tropical 
gardens, was the palatial home of 
Miguel de Cespedes, a man who is

While the soldiers are patrolling 
the streets where houses have already 
been wrecked reports keep coming in 
relating further burnings and destruc- 
tion in the suburbs and other parts 
of Cuba. Out there members of the 
new regime still fear that the Macha- 
distas are plotting in hiding, 

But no Machadista is sure of his 
friends now, so many Machadistas are 
eager to appear partisans of the new 
regime in order to save their skins. 
The increasingly bitter recollection of 
all that was suffered under Machado's 
rule feeds the flame of popular license, 
The soldiers, if not the active agents 
in executions, are yet passive ob- 
servers; as individuals, they are in 
sympathy with popular feeling, 

Little Drunkenness. 


matic habit of moderation. Still the 
open grog shops and the fraternizing 
of people and soldiers inevitably has 
led to considerable drinking. 

President de Cespedes, his house 
thronged like that of an American 
president-elect, faces the serious prob- 
lem of stopping the strike and pre- 
venting the successful mass revolu- 
tion from becoming too revolution- 
ary. 
Meanwhile Colonel Sanguily, in 
charge of the army, has a trying task 
in maintaining discipline now that 
the army has joined the people on 
terms of brotherhood. The situation 
is an extraordinary test of military 
morale. If drastic measures . were 
used in dispersing the crowds, it might 
only bring a new crisis. 

One new cause for concern may be 
found in the attitude of the A. B. C., 
the secret society which has fought 
Machado for eight years. The A. B. C. 
has no authoritative leader, but con- 
sits of secular greups. All its mem- 
bers are young, most in their thirties, 
some in their twenties and forties. 
They are drawn from the intelligent- 
sia. Many are lawyers and all are 
men of force and determination, 

A. B. C.’s Demand Hearing. 

The society has both a radical and 
conservative wing. They do not think 
of themselves as fascists at all. Late- 
ly their voices have been raised de- 
manding a hearing for their opinions 
and, as some of them are armed, their 
voices have a sharply commanding 
note, 

Just now as I came from the re- 
gion of the capital I had an illus- 
tration of the mood of the hour when 
I saw a group of tropical white shirts 
and trousers racing past eager not to 
miss the rumored attempt of the A. 
B. C. society members to storm the 
jail where the army had just impris- 
oned two ice officers, whom they 
believed to facing death, 

Juan Literas, an able lawyer mem- 
ber of the A. B. C. society, said to 
me as spokesman for his party, that 
youth must be served. He added with 
fire in his voice, that it was time 
to end the farce of the old regime 
and the old constitution which was 
only a form, and, instead of a_stop- 
gap government, there’ should be an 
entirely fresh start with a new order 
of practical government especially 
adapted to Cuba’s needs. He declared 
that there must be no amnesty for 
political crimes as in the past, that 
all such criminals should be punished. 

The young officers in the army, 
whose promotions are stagnant, are 
restless and, it is reported, sympa- 
thetic with the attitude of the A. B. 
C.’s. So, in the course of the gen- 
eral “mopping up,” many rumors full 
of possible complications are going 
the rounds and they do much to in- 
crease the suspense with which we in 
Cuba await the morrow. Telephones 
in the American embassy and_ the 
homes of prominent Americans are 
ringing constantly: Anxious Macha- 
distas begging protection. 

The rights of Americans and their 
property have been respected every- 
where. The popular fury is concen- 
trated entirely on the Machadistas. 
In case the reports of the looting and 
destruction should sound exaggerated, 
I may say that things have been no 
worse than what I saw in Pekin and

Was Envoy to U. S., Jour- 


nalist and Is Loved by 
All Cubans. 


HAVANA, Aug. 13.—@)—Satur- 
day was Carlos Manuel De Cespedes’ 
sixty-second birthday. 

His birthday present—on a day of 
terror and strife that ended with ihe 
flight of former President Gerardo 
Machado—was the provisional presi- 
dency of the island republic his heroic 
father helped to found in the first 
revolution against Spain, back in 1868. 

De Cespedes—the name is pro 
nounced “Sess-pay-dess” with the ac- 
cent on the first syllable—is a quiet, 
shy, soft-spoken man of small stature 
who once was a Paris staff corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press. 

Like most sons of prominent Cuban 
families, De Cespedes was educated 
in Europe and speaks six languages 
fluently. He served as a journalist 
during his gtudy in Paris. 

The provisional president was a 
colonel in the army of Cuban insur- 
rectionists during the war of 189 
and after the independence was won, 
was chief of the general staff of the 
army for several years. 

Diplomatic circles in Washington 
are well acquainted with De Cespedes 
—from 1914 until 1922, he was the 
minister to the United States, then 
returning to Havana to become secre- 
tary of state. This post De Cespedes 
held until 1926 when he was sent to 
Paris as minister, 

Of late years, De Cespedes—an ex- 
tensive landholder—has_ rested, beg- 
ging off of an ambassadorial mission 
to Mexico because of*poor health, 

Cuba’s provisional president is the 
son of Carlos Miguel De Cespedes who, 
like George Washington in the United 
States, is revered as the father of his 
country. The elder De Cespedes, on 
the plantation of Yara on October 10, 
1868, touched off the first revolution 
and became the president of the first 
revolutionary government, 

From 1902 until 1906, De Cespedes 
was a member of the Cuban house 
and was head of the foreign affairs 
committee, Aside from serving as en- 
voy to the United States and France, 
De Cespedes—who has long been a 
favorite with the youth of Cuba— 
served in ministerial capacity in Ar- 
gentina, Italy, Uruguay and Paraguay. 

During his residence in Washing- 
ton, De Cespedes was married, at the 
city hall in New York, to Mme, Laura 
Bertini. The late John Purroy 
Mitchel, one of the few successful 
candidates for mayor against that 
city’s Tammany Hall, performed the 
ceremony. 

De Cespedes’ interest in interna- 
tional relations was responsible, in 
1928, for his representation of Cuba 
at the council of the League of Na- 
tions in Geneva.

“The people of Cuba always have 
been very grateful to the people and 
government of the United States for 
the great assistance they have render- 
ed in our struggle for independence. 
They now are doubly grateful on ac- 


‘count of the sincerity of friendship 
‘which has been shown in these diffi- 


cult moments, and their decided ex- 


‘pression of respect for Cuba’s inde- 


pendence and sovereignty. 
Sure of Success. 

“T am sure we shall succeed in re- 
adjusting our commercial relations to 
the greater benefit of-both countries.” 

The interview took place at the 
president’s residence. He said he in- 
tended to remain at his home, going 
to the palace only to work. 

Senora de Cespedes, tall, stately, 
pearls adorning her dark hair and 
ears, was busy chatting and entertain- 
ing scores of callers who Game in a 
steady stream to congratulate the new 
chief executive and the republic’s first 
lady. 

“T am so confident,” the president 
added, “that we shall now put aside 
our political differences in this mo- 
ment of necessity and work together 
to form the real and independent na- 
tion which the founders of our repub- 
lic desired.” 

Son of President. 

De Cespedes is the son of the first 
president of Cuba, a man who has be- 
come a national hero in the country 
for his part in gaining independence 
from Spain. 

“I feel that I know the United 
States sufficiently well,” he con- 
tinued, “having been Cuban ambassa- 
dor in Washington for eight years, 
and I feel we can count fully on the 
moral support of public opinion there 
as well as the United States govern- 
ment in these critica] times. I am 
sure the crisis soon will pass. 

“Cuba is very especially interested 
in reaching an economic understand- 
ing, which is being discussed and is 
an absolute necessity for the return 
of prosperity to our country.” 

The president refrained from an- 
swering questions on political reorgan- 
ization in Cuba, saying he preferred 
to “dwell on those things later.”
